They 
had then Power to work Miracles, to heal all manner of 
Sichneſe, and all manner of Diſeaſe; yea, they had then 
Poaber and Authority over all Devils. And which is be- 
vond all this, they were ſent by their Maſter to preach the 
Kingdom of GOD. Yet after their Return from doing 
all theſe mighty Works, their Lord himſelf terms them, 
A faithle/s Generation (Luke 1x. 41.) and tells them, 
They ceuld not caft cut a Devil, becauſe of their Unbelief: 
4. What Faith is it then through which we are ſaved ? 
It may be anſwered, firſt, in general, It is a Faith in 
CHRIST ; CyrIsT, and Gop through CHRIST, are 
the proper Object of it. Herein therefore, it is ſuffici- 
ently, abſolutely, diſtinguiſhed from the Faith either of 
Ancient or Modern Heathens.

And herein docs it differ from that Faith which the 
A poſtles themſelves had while our Lord was on Earth, 
that it ackno wledges the Neceſſity and Merit of his 
Death, and the Pow er of his Reſurrection.

Ye ſhill be (chough that alſo is true) but ye are /aved 
75 Tongs Faith. 

Le are ſaved (to comprize all in one Word) from 
gin. This is the Salvation which is through Faith. 
This is that great Salvation foretold by the Angel, be- 
fore Gop brought ais firſt begotten into the World, 
Thou ſhalt call hit Ne me F ESUS, for he Hall fave ths 
People from their Sins. And neither here, nor in other 
Parts of Roly Writ, is there any Limitation or Reſtricti— 
on. All his People, or as it is elſewhere expreſſed, all 
that belicve in hun, he wilt ſive from all their Sins; 
from Original and Actual, Paſt and Preſent Sin, of the 
eth and of the Spirit. Through Faith which is in 
him, they are ſaved both from the Guilt and from the 

Fow er of it.

ment, from Fear of Puniſhment, from Fear of the 
Wrath of Gon ; whom they now no longer regard as a 
ſcvere Maſter, but as an indulgent Father. They hawe 
not received again the Spirit of Bondage; but the S{arit 
of Adoption, euhereby they cry, Atba, Father: The Spirit 
"fel alſo bearing Witneſs avith their 8 irit, that they are 

>e Children of GOD. They are allo ſaved from the 
Fear, though not from the Poſſibility of falling mY 
from the Grace of Gov, and coming ſhort of the great 
and precious Promiſes: They are ee with the Holy 
irit of [hs emiſe, <vohich is the Earneſt of their Inheritance, 
(Eph. i. 13.) Thus have they Peace with GOD through 
eur Lord PESUS CHRIST. They rejoice in Hope of the 
(3 ory ef GOD. And the Love of GOD is ſped abroad 
in their Hearts, through the Holy Ghoſt, which is given 
nate them... And hereby they are perſuaded (tho' perhaps 
not all at all Times, nor with the ſame Fulneſs of Per- 
ſuaſion ) that zcit her Death nor Life, nor Things preſent, 
nor Things to come, nor Heighth nor Depth, nor any other 
Creature, ſpall be able to ſeparate them from the Love of 
GOD, 10 hich is in CHRIST JESUS cur Lord. 

5. Again, chrough this Faith they are faved from 
the Pow er of Sin, as well as from the Guilt of it. In- 
deed the Infetion of Nature doth remain: which hath in 

t2!f tie Nature of Sin. For it is a coming” ſhort of the 
Glory F GOD. And St. John accordingly declares, 
not only, That if a Man ſay he hath not finned, he neleth 
GOD a Liar; but allo, F ave ſay we have no Sin now 
remaining, wwe deceive ourſelves. Many Infirmities 
likcwiſe _ remain, whereby we are daily ſubject to 
wirit are called Sins of Infirmity. And doubtleſs they 
are in bake Senſe Sins, as being Tran/yroions of the per- 


fed Law: And with regard to ) theſe, it may be ſaid of 


us, all our Liyes, that 72 many Things ave offend all. 
but this notwithſtanding, the ſame Apoitle declares, Ye 
acm that he Was mas. cifefted, to take away our Sins.

Man deccidte you. — He that e Sin, is of the De-

of GOD. Once more, He Anda that whoſoever is born 
of GOD ſinneth not: But he that is begotten of GOD, 
keepeth himſ'!f, and that awicked one teucheth him net,

6. He that is by Faith born of Gov, ſinneth not, 1. 
By any Habitual Sin: For all habitual Sin, is Sin Reign- 
ing. But Sin cannot reign in any that believ eth, Nor, 
2. By any wilful Sin, for his Will, while he abideth in 
the Faith, is utterly ſet againſt all Sin, and abhoreth 
It as de adly Poiſon. Nor, 3. By any Sinful Defire ; for 
he continually deſireth the Il oly and Perfect Will of 
Gop; and any Tendency to an Unholy Deſire, he, by 
the Grace of Gop, ſtiſteth in the Birth. Nor, 4. Doth 
he ſin by Infirmities, whether in Act, Word or Thought. 
For his Infirmities have no Concurrence of his Will; 
and without This they are not properly Sins. Thus, 
He that is born of GOD hath Sin in him, but doth not 
commit Sin. And though he cannot ſay, He hath not 
9 7 yet now, he finneth nat. 
TT his then is the Salvation which is through Faith, 
even in the preſent World : A Salvation from Sin, and 
the Conſequences of Sin, both often expreſt in the Word 
Tuſtification ; which taken in the largeit Senſe, implies, 
A Deliverance from Guilt and Puniſhment, by the A- 
tonement of CHRISTH actually applied to the Soul of the 
Sinner now believing on him, and a Deliverance from 
the whole Body of Sin through Cxr13T gradual] 
form ed in his Heart. So that he who is thus juſtified Or 
ſaved by Faith, is indeed born again. He is born again 
of the Spirit unto a new Life, el ich is hid with Chriſt 
in GOD.

That to preach Salvation or Juſtification by Faith

2. But it may be of Vi, ie to conſider it more at 1. urge 
Eſpeciaily ſince it is no new gras but as old as St. 
Paul's I ime; for even then it was asked, Do wwe 191 
make void the Law througb Faich? We aniwer, fit, 
all who Preach not Faith, do manifeſtly make void the 
Law; either directly and oroitv, by Limitations and 
Comments, that eat out all the Sp irit of the Text: Or 
indirectly, by not pointing out the only Means whereby 
it is poſſible to perform it. Wh reus, ſecondly, Ie 
eftablifs the Lago; both by ſhewing its full Extent, and 
Spiritual Meaning: And by calling all to that living 
Way, whereby the Righteouſneſs of. th e Law may be ful. 
filled in them. "Theſe, while they truſt in the Blood of 
Cur1sT alone, utie : 11 the Ordinances which he hath 
e do all the Good Works which he had bejure 

epared that they ſhauld walk therein, and enjoy and ma- 
mel all holy and heavenly Tempers, even the ſame 
Mind that awas in CHRIST JESUS our Lord. 

But does not preaching this Faith lead Men into 
Pride? We anſwer, Accidentally it may. Therefore 
ought every Believer to be earneſtly cautioned, (in the 

Vords of the Great Apoltle) b of U belief, the 
firſt Branches were broken aff 3 and thou land by Faith. 
Be not high-minded, but fear. If GOD ſpared not the 
natural Branches, tare heed leſt he ſpare not Thee. Be- 
hold, therefore, the Goodneſs and Severity of GOD! On 
77 en: euhich felt, Severity: But towards thee, Goodneſs : 
If thou continue in his Goodneſs ; ; otherwiſe thou alſ; Salt 
le cut ot. And while he continues therein, he will re- 
member thoſe Words of St. Paul, foreſeeing and an- 
iwering this very Objection, (Rom. iii. 27.) Where 7s 
beaſting then? It is excluded. By what Law? Of 
oi? Nay; but ly the Law of Faith. If a Man 
were juſtified by his Works, he would have whereof to 

glory. 
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glory. But there is no glorying for him, hat avorketh 
not, but believeth on him that fuſtife th the Unzod!y, 
(Rom. iv.) To the ſame Effect are the Words both pre- 
ceding and following the Text, (Eph. ii. 4, &c.) GOD 
auho is rich in Mercy, even when ave vere dad in Sins, 
hath quicken'd us together with CHRIST (by Grace ye 
are ſaved ) —that he might ſhew the exceedirg Riches of 
his Grace, in his Kindneſs towards us through CHRIST 
JT ESUS. For by Grace ye are ſaved through Faith : 
And that not of yourſelves. Of yourſelves cometh nei- 
ther your Faith nor your Salvation. 1, is the Gift of 
GOD, the free, undeſerved Gift, the Faith th rough 
which ye are ſaved, as well as the Salvation, which he 
of his own good Pleaſure, his mere Favour, annexes 
thereto. That ye believe, is one Inſtance of. — Grace; 
that believing ye are ſaved, another. Net of Iris, leſt 
any Man ſfhould boaſt. For all our Wks all our 
Righteouſneſs, which were before our Believing, merit- 
ed "nothing of Gop but Condemnation. So far were 
they from deſerving Faith ; which therefore, whenever 
given, is not of Works, Neither is Salvation of the 
Works we do when we believe. For 7 7s then GOD 
that wworketh in us. And therefore, that he giveth us a 
Reward for what he himſelf worketh, only commendeth 
the Riches of his Mercy, but leaveth us nothing whereof 
to glory. 

4 However, may not the ſpeaking thus of the Mer- 
cy of Goo, as ſaving or juſtifying freely by Faith on- 
ly, encourage Men in Sin? Indecd it may and will; 
many g coutinue in Sin, that Grace may abound. But 
their Blood is upon their own Head. Nhe oodneſs of 
Gop ought to lead them to Repentance ; and fo it 
will thoſe who are ſincere of Heart, When they know 
there 1s yet Forgiveneſs with him, they will cry aloud 
that he would blot out their Sins alſo, through Faith 
which is in Jes. And if they earneſtly cry, and 
faint not, if they ſeek him in all the Means he hath ap- 
pointed, if they refuſe to be comforted till he come, he 
avill come, and will nat tarry. And he can do much 
Work in a ſhort Time. Many are the Examples in the. 
Acts of the Apoſtles, of God's ſhedding abroad this 
Faith in Men's Hearts, even like Lightning falling 

from 
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from Heaven. So in the fame Hour that Pau/ and &. Jas 
began to preach, the Jatlor repented, believed, and vu. 
baptized: As were three th ouſand by St. Peter on the 
Day of Pentecoit, - who ail repented and believed at his 
firit Preaching. And biefied be Gon, there are now 
many living Proofs, that he is thll ar bty to ſit ve.

The Righteouſneſs which is of 
Faith cannot be given him, while he truſteth in that 
which is of the Law. 

6. But this, it is ſaid, is an uncomfortable Doctrine. 
The Devil ipoxe like aunielf, that is, without either 
Truth or Shame, when he dared to ſuggeſt to Men that 
it, ” ſuch. *TI1s the only comfortable one, tis Very 
full of Comfort, to all ſeli- deſtroy'd, ſelf. condemn d Sin- 
ners. That a 29; Gever belit deth an him 75 „all not be a. 
ſpomed: That the /ame Lord over os is rich unto all 
that call ufer rim: Here is Comfort, high as Heaven, 
ſtronger than Death! What! W for all? For 
Zaccheus, a Publick Robber? For Mary Magdalen, a 
Common Harlot ? Methinks 1 hear one ſay, Then], 
even I, moy hope for Mercy! And ſo thou may'ſt, 
thou afflicted one, whom none hath comforted! Gon 
will not cait out thy Prayer. Nay, perhaps he may 
ſay the next Hour, Be e, good. Cheer, thy Sins are for- 
given thee ; 10 forgiven that they ſh. il reign over thee 
no more; yea, and that le Holy Spirit fhall bear qwit- 
neſs with thy Spirit, that thou art a Chile of GOD. O 
glad Tidings! Tidings of great Joy, which are ſent 
unto all People. Ho. every one that thirſ/teth, come ye 
to the Waters: Come ye and buy without Money, and 
without Price.

When no more Objections occur, then we are 
Go! ply y told, That Juſttheatzon by Faith only, ought not 
to be preached as the Fiſt Doctrine, or at leaſt not to 
be preached to All.

De tne 
Foundation of all our Presching; that is, mult be 
preached ſirſt.“ Well, but not to all.“ To whom then 
are we not to Preach it? hacer ſnhall we except? The 
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10rant Men from the Beginning. 1 he Young ? By 
no means. Saß their, in any wie, to come unto 
CiiRisT, and f35riid ther nt. * Sinners? Leaſt of 
all. He came not to call the Ri:hteour, but Sinners to Re- 
pentance, Why then, if any, we are to except the Rich, 
the Learned, the Reputable, the Moral Men. And 
tis true, they t00 oft en except themſelves from hearing; 

vet we muff ſpeak the Words of our Lord. For thus 
the Tenor of our Commiſſion runs, Go and preach the 
Gojpel to every Creature, If any Man wreſt it or any 
Part of it to his Deſtruction, he mult bear his own Bur- 
den. But ſtill, as rhe Lord liveth, whatſoever the Lord 

12 ith unto us, That wwe will ſpeak. 
At this Time more eſpecially will we ſpeak, That 
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this D . E orking but this can efteCtaally prevent the 
Increaſe of the Rom „ Deluſion among us. "Tis end- 
lets to attack one by one, all the Errors of that Apoſtate 
Church. But Salvation by Faith itrikes at the Root, 
and all fall at once where this is eſtabliſhed. It was this 
Doctrine (which our Church juſtly calls e ſtrong Rock 
and Foundation of the Chriſtian Religion } that Wy drove 
opery out of theſe Kingdoms, and 'tis this alone can 
keep it out. Nothing but this can give a Check to that 
Immorality, which hath ower/ſpr rad our Land as a Flud. 
Can you empty the great Deep, Drop by Drop? Then 
you may reform us, by Diſſuaſives from particular Vices. 
But let the Rigbreonſicſ Wwhth, is of GOD by Faith be 
brouglit 
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brought in, and fo ſhall its proud Waves be ſtay' d. No- 
thing but this can ſtop the Mouths of thoſe who g/ory in 
their Shame, and openly deny the Lord that bought them. 
They can talk as ſublimely of the Law, as he that hath 
it written by Gon in his Heart. To hear them ſpeak on 
this Head, might incline one to think, they were not far 
from the Kingdom of Gop. But take them out of the Law 
= into the Goſpel ; begin with the Righteouſneſs of Faith, 
| with CHRIST, the End of the Law to every one that be- 
lieveth : And thoſe who but now appeared almoſt, if not 
altogether Chriſtians, ſtand confeſt the Sons of Perdition 
as far from Life and Salvation (Gop be merciful unto 
them!) as the Depth of Hell from the Heighth of Heaven.
